Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the ZLervitory of Minnesota :

Brorion 1. The acknowledgmentof the exccution of any grant or
conveyance of lands, orof ony estato or interest therein, by deed, mort-
gage or otherwise, heratofore made and taken hefore any Clerk of ecither
the Supreme or District Coarts and Jodges of Probate of this Territory,
and the certificate of every snch acknowledgement made by any such
Clerk, shall have the same force and effect as evidence and entitle snch
grant or conveyance to be recorded, in the same manner and with the like
effect, in all respects, as though the same had been doly acknowledged in
pursuance of the laws of this Territory. In all cases wivlrere any such grant
or conveyance, acknowledged as aforesaid, shall have been recorded, the
record thereaf, or transeript of such record certified by the Register of
Deeds in whose offlce the same may have Leen recorded, may be read in
evidence in any Conrt within this Territory, with the like force and effect
in all respects as conveyances duly acknowledged and recorded.
